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SUB J : LOCKHEED AND PRINCE BERNHARD 

1 . A SOMBER PRIME MINISTER TOLD A HUSHED PARLIAMENT AND A 
NATIONAL RADIO/TV AUDIENCE AUGUST 26 THAT GON ACCEPTS FULLY 
REPORT OF DONNER COMMISSION WHICH CAME TO THE CONSLUSION THAT 
"PRINCE BERNHARD” ORIGINALLY ENTERED MUCH TOO LIGHLY INTO 
TRANSACTIONS WHICH WERE BOUND TO CREATE THE IMPRESSION THAT HE 
WAS SUSCEPTIBLE TO FAVORS. LATER HE SHOWED HIMSELF OPEN TO 
DISHONORABLE REQUESTS AND OFFERS. FINALLY, HE ALLOWED HIMSELF 
TO BE TEMPTED TO TAKE INITIATIVES WHICH WERE COMPLETELY 
UNACCEPTABLE AND WHICH WERE BOUND TO PLACE HIMSELF AND THE 
GOVERNMENT'S PROCUREMENT POLICY IN THE EYES OF LOCKHEED- 
AND NOW IT MUST BE ADDED. ALSO IN THE EYES OF OTHERS-IN A DUBIOUS 
LIGHT." ALTHOUGH NO EVIDENCE "HAS BEEN FOUND OF ANY ACTUAL INFLUENCE 
BY 

THE PRINCE ON THE PROCUREMENT POLICY EXAMINED, THE PRINCE’S 
ACTIONS HAVE DAMAGED THE NATIONAL INTEREST." 

2. DEN UYL TOLD PARLIAMENT THAT GON HAD CONCLUDED THAT BERNHARD 
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TO A CONFUSION OF FUNCTIONS AND INTERESTS. BERNHARD HAS AGREED 
TO GIVE UP ALL OF HIS MILITARY POSITIONS (INSPECTOR GENERAL 
OF THE ARMED FORCES! AND MEMBERSHIP ON THE GENERAL DEFENSE 
COUNCIL AND THE DEFENSE COUNCIL), AND ALSO TO RESIGN FROM HIS 
BUSINESS FUNCTIONS (HE HAS HELD SOME 300 BUSINESS DIRECTOR- 
SHIPS, AND HAS TAKEN AN ACTIVE PART IN MANY OF THOSE COMPANIES). 
PRINCE HAS ALSO WRITTEN APOLOGETIC LETTER OF REGRET ADMITTING HE 
HAD "NOT BEEN CRITICAL ENOUGH IN MY JUDGMENT OF INITIATIVES 
PRESENTED TO ME." 

3 DEN UYL CONCLUDED HIS SPEECH BY ANNOUNCING THAT THE GON 
HAD RECEIVED PERMISSION FROM THE USG TO PUBLISH ALL DOCUMENTS AND 
THAT, IN THE INTEREST OF OPENNESS, EVERYTHING PROVIDED BY 
THE DONNER COMMITTEE WOULD BE MADE PUBLIC. IN DOING SO, DEN 
UYL TOLD PARLIAMENTARIANS THAT THEY AND DUTCH NATION COULD FORM 
THEIR OWN JUDGEMENTS ABOUT THE AFFAIR AND THE GOVERNMENT'S 
HANDLING OF THE CASE. PARLIAMENT HAS NOW RECESSED FOR SEVERAL 
HOURS TO DECIDE IF AND WHEN THEY SHOULD HOLD A DEBATE ON THE 
SUBJECT. THE DEBATE IS EXPECTED TO BE TOMORROW. IT IS POSSIBLE 
THE QUEEN MAY MAKE A STATEMENT, BUT DEN UYL CONCLUDED HIS 
REMARKS BY EXPRESSING HIS HOPES THE PEOPLE OF THE NETHERLANDS 
WILL FORM AN UNBIASED OPINION ON THE CASE, WHICH WHOLD 
"STRENGTHEN AND SUPPORT THE QUEEN AS SHE CONTINUES TO PERFORM 
THE DUTIES WHICH SHE HAS ACCEPTED AS HER TASK". 
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
